REMINISCING 


Old-time radio buffs have been honoring the radio stars of yesteryear annually since 1971, when our first old- 
time radio convention was held. The popularity of the conventions has grown steadily over the past 33 years. The first 
convention hosted 4 special guests. This year we are honoring over 30 actors, actresses, writers, producers, directors 
and technicians from the East and West Coasts who made the age of radio a truly golden ега. What better way to pay 
tribute to all our guests than to meet them in person at this, our 31st annual convention of the FRIENDS OF OLD- 
TIME RADIO, and express the enjoyment their performances brought and still bring to us. 

The FRIENDS OF OLD-TIME RADIO, Inc. is a group of fans and collectors who meet once a year for this 
nonprofit convention. All monies collected are used for hotel, transportation and other convention costs. 


The Allen Rockford Award was established in 1979 following the death of Allen Rockford at the age of 35 
on March 29. Allen was coeditor with Don Richardson of Nostalgia Radio News, an excellent monthly OTR 
publication. The publication started when Allen started his coverage of stations in central New York and Canada 
carrying Old-time radio. This led to Nostalgia Radio News. Allen was active in putting early radio on central New 
York stations and carried his own show called Sounds of Yesterday for several years on WRVO-FM in Oswego. He 
was an announcer and newscaster for WONO in Syracuse for many years. With Don Richardson, Allen also ran 
Double-R-Radio, a business specializing in tapes and recordings of old-time radio shows. Allen was an authority on 
early radio and constantly helped anyone who needed it.

Composer and lyricist Ervin Drake had a remarkably varied career, including extensive work as a 
producer in television. 


He was born Ervin Maurice Druckman in New York City on April 3, 1919. He attended Townsend 
Harris Hall, and then the City College of New York, where he studied social sciences and graphic arts 
and received a BSS. Later, in 1963, he studied music formally at the Juilliard School of Music. 


His first success came in 1942 when he write the English lyric to “Tico-Tico,” a popular Brazilian 
instrumental by Zequinha Abreu. In 1944 he wrote words to Juan Tizol’s instrumental “Perdido.” He 
had a major hit in 1945 writing both words and music for “The Rickety Rickshaw Man,” which sold 
over a million copies. 


“1 Believe,” a religious song written in 1953 with Irvin Graham, Jimmy Shirl, and Al Stillman, was a 
huge hit, totaling some 20 million copies in its various recordings. 


Other successful songs included “A Room Without Windows” (words and music), which was recorded 
by Steve Lawrence; “Across the Wide Missouri (with Jimmy Shirl); “Castle Rock” (lyric, with Al Sears 
and Jimmy Shirl); “Quando Quando Quando” (English language lyric to an Italian song by Elio Cesari 
and Alberto Testa); and “Father of the Girls”;which was a success for Perry Como in 1968. 


One of his two best known songs was 1946's “Good Morning Heartache” (for which he wrote the lyric, 
with Irene Higginbotham and Dan Fisher), which was unforgettably recorded by Billie Holiday. 


His other best known song was 1961's “It Was a Very Good Year,” for which he wrote both words and 
music, and which was a surprise hit for Frank Sinatra in 1965. 


Between 1948 and 1962, he worked primarily in television, where he wrote, composed, and produced 
some 700 prime time network programs. In addition, he was writer and producer of some 40 specials 
for such stars as Ethel Merman, Gower Champion, Mike Nichols, Elaine May, Julie Andrews, Ginger 
Rogers, Margeret Truman, Eddie Cantor, Nat “King” Cole, Johnny Mathis, Paul Anka, Yves Montand, 
Polly Bergen, Gene Autry, Jayne Mansfield, Tony Bennett, Perry Como, Arthur Godfrey, and Gene 
Kelly. He won a Sylvania Award in 1957 as composer, lyricist, and co-producer of NBC’s The 
Bachelor. 


For Broadway, he wrote lyrics and music for “What Makes Sammy Run?” and for “Her First Roman” 
(for which he also wrote the book, based on a play by George Bernard Shaw). 

From 1973 to 1982, he was President of the American Guild of Authors and Composers and as such he 
was a leader of the successful campaign for the passage of the US Copyright Law of 1976. 


Harold V. Gould 


Harold V. Goldstein (best known stage name Harold Gould) is an American actor best know for 
playing Martin Morgenstern in the 1970s зисот Rhoda, a role he reprised from his earlier recurring role 
in The Mary Tyler Moore Show. Gould has acted in film and television for nearly 50 years, appearing in 
more than 300 television shows, 20 major motion pictures, and over 100 stage plays, and received 
Emmy Award-nominations five times. He is known for playing elegant, well-dressed men, and he 
regularly plays Jewish characters and grandfather-type figures on television and film. He had a major. 
recurring role as Miles on The Golden Girls as well as a major role in the 1973 Academy 
Award-winning Best Picture The Sting. 


Gould’s stage credits include Broadway theater plays such as Jules Feiffer’s Grown Ups, Neil Simon’s 
Fools, Richard Baer’s Mixed Emotions, and Tom Stoppard’s Artist Descending a Staircase. Gould won 
an Obie Award in 1969 for his work in The Increased Difficulty of Concentration, written by Vaclav 
Havel, and reprised the role for a 1988 PBS version of the play. 


More recently, Gould played a villain called The Prankster on Lois & Clark: The New Adventures of 
Superman, and made guest appearanes on television series such as Felicity, The King of Queens, 
Touched by an Angel, and Judging Amy. Gould’s film roles in the 1990s and 2000s include appearances 
in Patch Adams, Stuart Little as the voice of Grandpa Little, Master of Disguise with Dana Carvey, the 
2003 remake of Freaky Friday, Nobody’s Perfect, and English as a Second Language. 


Gould’s other notable character roles appeared in such films as: Seems Like Old Times, Kenny Rogers 
as The Gambler (telefilm) Washington: Behind Closed Doors, Love and Death, L.A. Law, St. 
Elsewhere, Hawaii Five-O, Gunsmoke, The Streets of San Francisco, Ironside, The Big Valley, The 
Wild, Wild West, The Fugitive, The Virginian, The Jack Benny Show, The Alfred Hitchcock Hour. 


Ilene Kristen 


Ilene Kristen is perhaps best known for playing Delia Reid Ryan Ryan Coleridge Crane Coleridge on 
the daytime drama Ryan’s Hope, a role which she originated in the show’s first episode in 1975 and 
played on and off until the show’s end in 1989. She has appeared on the daytime dramas Loving and 
Another World as well. 


Ilene’s prolific career has also included multiple primetime guest appearances, roles in several 
independent films, professional singing and song writing, and extensive stage work - including a role in 
the original Broadway production of Grease. 


Currently, Ilene can be seen in her Emmy-nominated role as Roxy, the drunken mother from hell, on 
One Life to Live. She also performs her original music regularly in the New York City cabaret scene. 


Laurence Luckinbill 


Laurence George Luckinbill is an American film and television actor. He was graduated from the 
University of Arkansas in 1956 and The Catholic University of America in 1958. 


He is best known for playing Spock’s half-brother Sybok in Star Trek V: The Final Frontier (1989). 
He has also appeared in such feature films as The Boys in the Band, Cocktail and The Promise, and in 
numerous television shows, such as Law & Order, Barnaby Jones and Murder, She Wrote. He is 
married to Lucie Arnaz, the daughter of Desi Arnaz and Lucille Ball, with whom he has three children. 


His acting career has also included writing and directing. He has written and performed in several 
one-man shows including, “Hemingway,” “Teddy,” “An Evening with Clarence Darrow,” as well as, 
“LBJ,” which he didn’t write, but has performed numerous times, including a schedule at the LBJ 
Library in Austin, Texas, where Lady Bird Johnson was one of those in attendance. 


Bobb Lynes 


Bobb Lynes has continued to co-host/produce “Don’t Touch That Dial,” playing OTR since 1975 on 
various radio stations. He and Barbara Watkins co-founded “30 Minutes to Curtain” in 1983 to create 
and broadcast original radio shows in which Bobb acted and announced hundreds of new radio dramas. 
In the 1980s he announced the Doc Savage radio series on NPR. 


During all these years Bobb has appeared in new and OTR recreations on stage at various conventions 
(FOTR, SPERDVAC, REPS) and other church and service clubs. Also, since 2001 Barbara and Bobb 
along with others of their group have produced dramatic readings for the sight impaired on the Los 
Angeles Radio Readers Service. Bobb has also done voice-overs and narration for film and television. 


Douglas McGrath 


Douglas Geoffrey McGrath is an American Academy Award nominated screenwriter. He is also a film 
director and actor. 


McGrath was nominated for both an Academy Award and a BAFTA award for his Bullets Over 
Broadway screenplay. He was twice nominated for a Writers Guild of America award: in 1997 for 
Emma and in 1995 for Bullets Over Broadway. He also writes political commentary, such as “The 
Flapjack File,” a column for The New Republic. 


Additional writing credits include: Infamous (2006), Nicholas Nickleby (2002), Company Man (2000). 
His acting credits include: Hollywood Ending (2002) - Barbecue guest; Small Time Crooks (2000) - 


Frenchy’s Lawyer; The Insider (1999) - Private Investigator; Celebrity (1998) - Bill Gaines; Quiz Show 
(1994) - Snodgrass. He also directed: Infamous (2006); Nicholas Nickleby (2002); Company Man 
(2000); Emma (1996). 


Kevin Scullin 


Kevin’s interest in old time radio began back in 1973 when he used to listen to Bobb Lyne’s “Don’t 
Touch That Dial” on KCSN 88.5 FM. It was Bobb that taught him about the art and uniqueness of 
radio; eventually having his own Jazz program on the Station in 1977. 


After working as a DJ at KCSN he moved to the San Francisco Bay area and played Big Band Music 
on KTIM 1510 AM in San Rafael. Then doing regional Theatre around the San Francisco area, he 
moved to New York City where his acting career started. He has made various film appeareances 
(Return to Paradise with Anne Heche, A Very Serious Person with Charles Busch and Polly Bergen), 
five Law & Order episodes, and many other TV, commercials and voice overs. His mentors in the VO 
business were Jackson Beck and Jeff David, and it was through Jackson that he became involved in 
FOTR. Special thanks to Jay, Arthur and Alice Anderson, Bill Nadel, Bobb and Barbara, Ted Reid and 
Craig Wichman. 


Craig Wichman 


Craig Wichman is honored to be creating his 198 and 20% roles here at FOTR - which in the past have 
ranged from “Sherlock Homes” to “The Mad Russian,” and from “Herb Morrison” to “John Ford.” 


Craig studied with Stella Adler, and has since worked in all media - from Corporate Video (Krafi, 
Chase, etc.) to Off-Broadway (The Flashing Stream) New York theater: The Lark, The Beggar ’s 
Opera. Regional: Twelve Angry Men, Tecumseh!, Television: One Life to Live, Law & Order. Film: 
The Changeling, The Devil You Know. Most recently, Craig has been featured in several AMC SciFi 
Dept videos. 


Through several twists of fate, he is that very rare animal in the year 2008 - an experienced radio actor. 
Founding actor/writer/producer of the award-winning Quicksilver Radio Theater (*The Frankenstein 
Monster,” “Ebenezer Scrooge, “Abraham Lincoln")., he has also been heard in the Other Realities, 
Chinatown - USA Simon Studios Presents, and the current Twilight Zone radio revival.
